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THE STATE OF FOREIGN TRADE IN FEBRUARY, 1901.* 


I—General Statement. 


The trade returns for February, 1901, show an increase as com- 
pared with the corresponding period of 1900 in the value of the 
Imports from foreign countries and British possessions, and in the 
Exports of foreign and Colonial merchandise, but a decrease in 
the Exports of British and Irish produce and manufactures. ; 

The Imports for February, 1901, were valued at 39,714,4391., 
‘as compared with 37,644,808/. for February, 1900, an increase of 
2,069,6311., or 5:5 per cent., and the Exports amounted in value 
to 27,003,743/., as against 28,795,1741. in February, 1900—a net 
decrease of 1,791,431. The Exports of British and Irish produce 
and manufactures alone were valued at 21,037,455/. in February, 
1901, and 23,219,8491. in February, 1900—a decrease of 
2,182,3941., or 9°4 per cent. The value of foreign and Colonial 
merchandise exported in February, 1901, shows an increase as 
compared with February, 1900, of 390,9631., or 9°4 per cent.

Articles of Food and Drink.—The imports of wheat in February, 
1901, show an increase of 1,355,510 cwts. in quantity, and 496,67 21. 
in value, as compared with February, 1900. Wheat meal and 
flour has increased 192,856. cwts., and 100,880/.; barley has 
increased 512,370 ewts., and 124,313/.; oats, 883,090 cwts., and 
260,272/.; peas, 14,080 ewts., and 13,8031.; maize or Indian corn, 
1,382,850 ewts., and 379,3151.; oatmeal, 10,600 ewts., and 9,754. ; 
maize meal or Indian corn meal, 18,470 cwts., and 8,068/. The 
only articles under the heading of “corn” in the monthly accounts 
of which the imports show a decrease in February, 1901, in both

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uantity and value, as compared with February, 1900, are beans 
(8,870 ewts., and 3451.), and “other kinds of corn and meal” which 
have decreased 65,550 cwts. in quantity, and 18,685/. in value. 

With regard to the imports of other articles of food and drink, 

fresh beef has increased 5,474 cwts. in quantity, and 17,705/. in 
value, and fresh mutton 70,238 cwts. in quantity, and 198,783J. in 
value. Other articles of food showing an increase in both quantit 
and value are cheese, 1,457 cwts., and 3,489/., fresh pork 15,317 
ewts., and 35,7431.; bacon, 22,246 cwts., and 232,7631.; hams, 
25,198 cwts., and 65,3301. The imports of eggs have decreased 
383,236 great hundreds in quantity and 124,976/. in value, and 
fruit, in general shows a decrease, but sugar of all kinds has 
increased 1,091,602 cwts., and 578,624/. On the other hand, 
spices have decreased in both quantity and value. The imports of 
chicory and coffee have increased in both quantity and value, but 
cocoa has decreased, and tea, though showing an increase of 
1,743,185 lbs. in quantity, has decreased 53,605/. in value. 


Metals——The imports of copper regulus and precipitate have 
decreased 2,590 tons in quantity, and 84,560/. in value, whilst 
unwrought and part wrought copper show an increase of 476 tons 
in quantity and 26,6871. in value. Lead pig and sheet have in- 
creased 6,993 tons and 101,535/., but zinc fanaa} shows a decrease 
of 1,169 tons and 44,6031. The imports of iron and steel, other 
than iron ore, show a net increase of 23,449 tons in quantity, 
and 117,809/. in value. Quicksilver has decreased in quantity and 
value to the extent of 34,250 lbs. and 3,0021. 

Raw Materials—The imports of raw cotton have increased 
31,385 ewts. in quantity and 551,369/. in value, and flax, hemp, 
jute, silk (thrown), and goats’ wool (mohair), also show increases 
in quantity and value, the increase in jute being 21,949 tons and 
278,8091. On the other hand, the imports of raw silk and sheep 
or lambs’ wool show decreases in both quantities and values— 
the falling off in the latter article being to the extent of 
12,761,899 lbs. and 1,175,3081., the chief decreases being found in 
the imports from Russia, France, Turkey, British East Indies, 
Australia and “other countries,” while the value of the imports 
from British South Africa have increased from 74,205/. in February, 
1900, to 150,011/, in February, 1901, Other raw materials in 
general show decreases in quantity and value, the chief exceptions 
being wet hides, resin, stones and sawn wood.

Raw Materials.—The exports of coal, coke, and fuel in February, 
1901, show a decrease of 561,691 tons in quantity and 
536,7791. in value as compared with February, 1900, and the 


exports of sheep and lambs’ wool show a decrease in quantity of 
1,187,800 Ibs., and in value of 44,5491. 


Articles Manufactured and Partly Manufactured: Yarns and Textile 
Fabrics.—The exports of cotton yarn have decreased 1,063,900 Ibs. 
in quantity but increased 25,694], in value, and the exports of 
cotton piece-goods have decreased 12,892,900 yards in quantity, 
but increased 234,372. in value. Jute yarn has shown an increase 
in quantity and value, and jute piece-goods have increased in 
quantity 2,407,000 yards and in value 22,2531. Linen yarn and 
piece-goods, silk thrown twist or yarn, woollen and worsted yarn, 
alpaca and mohair yarn, woollen and worsted tissues, wool flannels 
and woollen carpets, have all decreased in both quantity and value. 


Metals and Machinery.—The principal metals and manufactures 
which go to make up the resultant net decrease in the first of these 
two groups, are copper, unwrought and wrought (60,222/.); iron, 
unwrought and wrought (763,187/.), and telegraphic wires and 
apparatus (376,306/.). Steam engines show an increase of 10,2441., 
- whilst other descriptions of machinery show a decrease of 160,6291. 


IV.—Trade for the Two Months ended February. 


The Imports into the United Kingdom from Foreign Countries 
and British Possessions for the two months ended 28th February, 
1901, amounted in value to 85,701,955/. as compared with 
82,200,7221. for a corresponding period of tke previous year— 
showing a decrease of 3,501,233. The categories showing increases 
are articles of food and drink duty free (3,638,1571.); raw materials 
for textile manufactures (795,264/.); oils (115,7971.); metals 
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(82,053/.); miscellaneous articles (56,7091.) ; and tobacco (1,7131.)- 
Decreases are found under the headings of raw materials for sundry 
industries and manufactures (550,180/.); articles of food and 
drink, dutiable (271,304l.); manufactured articles (151,4761.) ; 
animals, living, for food (148,586/.); parcel post (37,438I.); and 
chemicals, dye stuffs and tanning substances (29,4761.). 

The Exports for the same two months show a decrease of 
1,012,545/. as compared with the first two months of 1900. The 
categories contributing to this net decrease are metals and articles 
manufactured therefrom (except machinery and ships) 1,315,138. ; 
raw materials, 307,1121.; chemicals, and chemical and medicinal 
preparations, 150,582/.; ships, new (not registered as British), 
80,9701. ; machinery and mill work, 233,328/.; and animals, living, 
46,7401. The exports of articles of food and drink show an 
increase of 181,134/. and yarns and textile fabrics show an increase 
of 195,053/. The exports of foreign and Colonial merchandise for 
the two months show an increase of 40,195I. 


V.—Shipping. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
February, 1901, amounted to 2,439,353 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 2,988,964 tons, as against 2,335,776 tons entered and 
3,098,619 tons cleared in February, 1900. With regard to the 
coasting trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during February, 
1901, amounted to 2,373,662 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 
2,337,998 tons, as against 2,311,161 tons entered, and 2,287,687 
tons cleared in February, 1900. 


From the lst January, 1901, certain improvements have been 
made in the nature and extent of the information hitherto published 
in the Monthly Accounts of Trade, several articles which had 
previously been included with others being now separately 
distinguished. 

From the 1st of January, 1901, certain improvements have been 
made in the nature and extent of the information hitherto pub- 
lished in the Monthly Accounts of Trade, several articles which 
had previously been included with others being now separately 
distinguished. The following are some of the principal changes 
made, viz. :— 

In Imports, under the heading of Machinery and Millwork :— 
Steam engines are now distinguished as “‘ locomotives,” “ agricul- 
tural,” and “other descriptions ”; and machinery, not steam 
engines, are classified under the sub-headings of “ agricultural,” 
“sewing machines,” “mining,” “textile,” and “ other descriptions.” 
The Imports of Petrolewm are classified as “ illuminating” and 


| 
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“lubricating.” Imports formerly included under the denomina- 
tion of Alkali are now separately distinguished as “ bleachin 
materials” and “soda compounds.” Under the heading Manufactur 
Articles parts of watches and clocks are for the first time distin- 
guished from the entire article. The Imports of Manufactured 
Tobacco are now shown separately as “cigars from the United 
States,” “cigars from other countries ” and “ other sorts.” 

With regard to the Exports of British Produce and Manufactures, 
under the heading of Articles manufactured and partly manu- 
factured—alkali is now divided into “soda compounds ” (the various 
kinds of which are shown), and “chemicals unenumerated.” 
“Boots and shoes, caoutchouc,” are distinguished from other 
manufactures of caoutchouc, and the exports of “ paper bags” are 
also separately shown. With regard to Metals and Articles manu- 
factured therefrom—the exports of “hoops,” ‘sheets and boiler 
plates ” and “armour plates ” are distinguished. 

In the Heports of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise, “ flax, 
dressed or undressed,” “flax, tow or codilla,” and “hemp, tow 
or codilla,” formerly included under “other articles” are now 
separately distinguished. The Exports of Machinery and Millwork 
and of Tobacco Manufactured are now separately shown as in the 
case of the Imports. 

Additional countries of origin and destination are likewise 
shown in the case of both the Imports and Exports of some articles 
of merchandise, and it will also be found that Australia and New 
Zealand have been substituted for Australasia. 


THE AMERICAN BOOT AND SHOE INDUSTRY.

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PERSIA VIA NUSHKI. 


The following account of the tradé route from India to Persia 
via Nushki, on the subject of which several notices have already 
been published in the “ Board of Trade Journal,’* is based on 
information supplied by the India Office and observations contained 
in an article in the “ Times of India” for 9th February last. 

The Baluch-Afghan Boundary and the Perso-Baluch Commissions 
terminated their tasks in 1896. Subsequently, by an arrangement 
with the Khan of Kalat, the Government of India took over the 
Administration of the Nushki district and the border strip of 
desert between Quetta and Seistan. This desert had little, if 
any, permanent population, but was the refuge of border ruffians, 
who periodically sallied forth to plunder and lay waste, carrying 
their depredations into Afghanistan or Baluchistan, as circum- 
stances dictated. This unpromising district was handed over to 
Captain Webb-Ware, who had been on the Afghan Boundary 
Commission, and he at once commenced to open a caravan route. 
A more difficult country to develop can hardly exist, even in the 
wilds of Arabia Petrea, as ftom Nushki, then a mere village, to the 
cultivated districts of Seistan, a distance of 500 miles, there was 
nothing in the shape of human habitation to relieve the extreme 
monotony of the desert. When it is realised that a camel caravan 
marches, on an average, but 10 or 12 miles a day, the extent 
of this appalling waste can be appreciated ; while, if the almost 
total absence of water, the terrible summer heat, the prevalence of 
brigandage, and the want of population be considered, the diffi- 
culties that had to be surmounted are more fully emphasised. 

At first, the work naturally proceeded slowly and with extreme 
caution ; but considerable progress has been made in the last two 
years, and at each stage along the route there now exists a 
caravanserai, a guard, and a supply of drinkable water, while 
Indian traders, who sell supplies at fixed rates, are stationed at the 
more important points, where, also, branch post offices have been 
opened. A bi-weekly post runs both ways as far as Seistan, and a 
road, 15 ft. in width, runs from Nushki, to which point there is a 
metalled road. 

The number of buildings in the Nushki bazaar—but recently, 
as previously stated, a mere village—has now reached a total of 
242, made up as follows :—Shops, 133; houses, 109 ; representing, 
it is estimated, a capital outlay of Rs. 75,000. 

Most of this work has been accomplished since the end of 1898, 
when the tract of country under consideration was still more or 
less in a state of embryo, as it was, until then, a debatable point 
whether the through Khorasan trade could be attracted to the new 
route, or, in other words, whether the projected route could hope

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to compete with the old established routes to India, via Bunder 
Abbas’; and, until this point was definitely decided, a large 
expenditure was considered unjustifiable. 

The routes from the coast run via Narmashir to Neh and 
Naiband, and are at least a hundred miles shorter, while the 
country traversed is infinitely more fertile, the greatest stretch of 
desert being some 200 miles in extent. Moreover, the camel 
grazing is better, and the entire track, as far as the district of 

ain, is in hot country, whereas the new route ascended to ve 
high altitudes, Quetta itself lying at an elevation of 5,500 feet. 
Finally, by the award of the Seistan mission, a triangular strip of 
desert belonging to Afghanistan, lay athwart the most direct line 
for the new route. 

Consequently, it was at first considered that the natural condi- 
tions were against the new route, and that a large expenditure of 
money would be requisite to enable it to compete with the trade 
routes already established. 

Owing, however, to the liberality of the Government of India, a 
large expenditure was decided upon, while all tolls and duties were 
abolished, with the result that where, but two years ago, a caravan 
was quite a rarity, hundreds of camels now pass daily, while the 
once desert is literally teeming with life, the nomads from every 
quarter gradually settling down and forming villages in proximity 
to the road. A brisk intermediate trade has also been created, the 
inhabitants of Seistan and of the lower reaches of the Helmund 
finding a ready and profitable market for their wheat and barley. 

The impetus given to commercial enterprise has been very 

eat, and the trade returns have shown a large annual increase 
since 1897-1898, when the entire value aggregated about 5 lakhs. 

The trade returns for the year 1899-1900 total Rs. 12,35,411-15-9, 
as compared to a value of Rs. 7,28,082-7-3 for the previous twelve 
months, thus showing an improvement on the returns for the year 
1898-99 of no less a sum than Rs. 5,07,329-8-6. These figures are 
encouraging, as they testify to the steady and progressive advance 
which has been made by the Nushki-Seistan trade route during the 
course of the year. 

The caravans carry eastward Kerman carpets of superior 
quality, Yezd silks, and nomad rugs, and it is hoped also to 
find in Quetta a market for wool and pistachio nuts. The latter 
have been already offered in Quetta, but were not sold at a 
profit, the superior quality of the Kerman pistachio not being 
realised by Quetta merchants. On their return journeys the cara- 
vans take principally tea and indigo, and it will doubtless be found 
that Indian cottons can be carried with considerable profit. 

Not only has a large extent of desert been thus brought under 
the influence of trade, but the moral effect upon the surroundin 
countries has been very great, and now every Seistani is fired wit 


id 
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a desire to visit Quetta, while this self-same desert provides safe 
refuge for the harassed trans-frontier nomads, who are gradually 
filling what was in every sense a perfect blank five years ago. 

One of the most discouraging obstacles to the new route, apart 
from the vast waterless desert, was the extensive mountain chain 
skirting the Persian boundary, but a track has been discovered 
which avoids the more dangerous mountain passes, and renders 
travelling practicable all the year round. 

Captain Webb-Ware states that in the course of the year the 
trade route was re-aligned for upwards of 198 miles of its length. 
The alignment which the trade route now follows possesses several 
advantages over the alignment it used to follow north of the Koh-i- 
Sultan range of mountains. Among the more important advantages 
which are claimed for the new diversions are, that the distance 
from Nushki to the Persian frontier is reduced by 34 miles, that 
water is to be obtained at every stage throughout, and that all 
sand is avoided. 

Much stress is also laid on the fact that the further development 
of the Nushki-Seistan trade route now depends largely on the facili- 
ties for the carriage of goods between Quetta and Nushki being 
improved, and on a commodious caravanserai being built in Quetta 
outside municipal limits. Captain Webb-Ware is of opinion 
that the commercial advantages for making such a road are very 
substantial, and that all efforts should be directed towards making 
Nushki, and not Quetta, the goal of inward bound caravans (the last 
90 miles of ascent to Quetta in winter being a severe test to camels 
already weakened by a long and trying journey) and the starting 
point of outward bound caravans. With regard to the advantages 
which may be claimed for the Quetta-Nushki-Meshed route for 
trade as compared with the Bunder Abbas-Meshed route, Captain 
Webb-Ware writes as follows :— 

‘The distance from Meshed to Bunder Abbas is 966 miles, as 
compared to a distance of 1,011 miles from Quetta to Meshed; yet, 
if we compare the relative merits of the Bunder Abbas and Quetta- 
Seistan trade routes, I think that we will find that the advantage 
of distance, on the side of the former route, is more than counter- 
balanced by the following very real advantages, which lie on the 
side of the latter route. In the case of the Nushki-Seistan route, 
the rates for supplies are as a rule much less, goods never change 
hands in transit, and the cost of carriage is Rs.6-2-6 per maund 
less. I would beg to call special attention to this, as, added to 
the fact that distance is in favour of the Bunder Abbas road, the 
route through Nushki has only been opened to traffic three years, 
and many improvements, which are calculated to still further 
reduce freight charges, have yet to be made. Lastly, goods 
forwarded to Meshed only traverse 548 miles of Persian territory, 
as compared to a distance of 966 miles if forwarded by the Bunder

Abbas route ; moreover, life and property are safe on the Nushki- 
Seistan route, which cannot be said to be the case on the Bunder 
Abbas-Kirman section of the Bunder Abbas-Meshed road. It is 
of course true that as Bunder Abbas is a seaport, it offers trade 
passing through the advantage of cheap water carriage ; yet this 
advantage is not so real an one as would appear at first sight, for 
enquiry shows that a large proportion of goods, which reach Persia 
via Bombay and Bunder Abbas, are despatched to the port of 
shipment long distances by rail, which involve heavy freight, 
transhipment commission, and incidental charges, the larger 
number of which are avoidable in the case of goods despatched to 
Persia through Quetta and Nushki.” 

In the “Times of India” of the 23rd ult. it is reported that the 
Nushki trade route to Persia is being extensively used. During 
the current financial year (ending 31st March, 1901) between 300 
and 400 horses have come into Quetta from Persia along it. The 
general trade returns for the nine months ended on the 31st of 
December last show an increase of two lakhs and a-half over the 
returns for the corresponding nine months of 1899-1900. By the 
same route a caravan with carpets valued at Rs. 25,000 was due to 
arrive at Quetta at the end of last month.

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FRANCE. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, a 

copy of a French Law, dated the 29th 
New Liquor Law. December, 1900, and which was to come into 

force on the 1st January last, relative to the’ 
taxation, sale, &c., of liquor in France, together with a Customs 
Circular explaining such portions of the new regulations as affect 
the duties to be levied by the Customs service. The following is 
the substance of this Circular :— 


Alcohols, spirits, brandies, liqueurs, fruits in brandy, absinthes and 
other alcoholic Uiquors.—The consumption duty on these liquors 
has been increased from 156 frs. 25 cts. to 220 fra. per hectol. 
of pure alcohol, and the same duty will also be levied on 
alcoholic perfumes, alcoholic distilled waters, alcoholic solutions of 
aniline dyes, and varnishes, as well as on such medicines and 
chemical products as are subject to consumption duty. 


Denatured alcohols and products with a basis of denatured or 
evaporated alcohol_—The tax on denaturation of 3 frs. per hectol. 
of pure alcohol, established by the Law of the 16th December, 1897, 
has been suppressed, and replaced by a statistical duty of 25 cts. 
per hectol. of pure alcohol. The charge of 80 cts. per 
hectol., destined to meet the cost of supervising the denaturation 
of alcohols, remains in operation. 


Common wines.—The internal duties known as “ droit de détail,” 
“droit de entrée,”* and “ taxe unique” on common wines have been 
suppressed, and these wines will be subject in future only to a 
general circulation tax (“droit de circulation”) at the rate of 1 fr. 
50 cts. per hectol. of liquid. Quantities of less than 3 litres 
will be allowed, as formerly, to circulate freely without formalities. 

On the other hand the Customs duty applicable to alcohol in 
excess of 12 degrees contained in common wines (Qvhich duty,. 
according to the Law of the lst February, 1899, is to be equal to 
the internal consumption duty on alcohol) has been increased to 
2 frs. 20 cts. per degree or 0 frs. 22 cts. per tenth of a degree. This 
duty is also applicable to wines imported into Corsiva and Algeria. 

Liqueur or imitation wines, vermouths, and “vins mutés a 
Paleool,”+ bonded for manufacture of vermouths and liqueur wines.— 
The Customs duty leviable upon these liquids, per degree of 
alcohol contained therein in excess of 12 degrees, has been 
increased to the same amount as in the case of common wines. 
(See above.) Under the head of internal taxes, the liquids 


* NoTE,—This “ droit d@’entrée” was an internal tax, and must not be confused 
with the duties leviable under the Customs Tariff (‘droits de douane” or 
“ @importation”’). 

+ i.¢., wines to which alcohol has been added in order to keep down fermentation, 
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specified are subject, under the conditions established by the Law 
of the 13th April, 1898, to half the duty or to the whole duty on 
alcohol. The former rates are therefore increased, respectively, 
by 381 frs. 873 cts, and 63 frs. 75 cts. per hectol. of pure 
alcohol, so as to be equal to 110 frs. and 220 frs. in each case.

—The interpal taxes (“droit de détail,” “droit d’entrée,” 
unique”), formerly leviable upon these goods, have been suppressed 
and replaced by a circulation tax of 80 cts. per hectol. of liquid. 

Cider and perry containing more than six degrees of alcohol are 
subject to the same régime as alcohol, both in respect-of Customs 
duties and internal taxation. 


Beer.—The excise duty on manufacture has been reduced to 25 
cts. per hectol. and per degree. This manufacturing tax is 
included in the Customs duty payable on beer imported into 
France (9 frs. per 100 kilogs., gross weight, under the Minimum, 


Tariff), but for the present no alteration on account of the reduction 
will be made in the rate of import duty. 


Dangerous essences—The Government is empowered to prohibit,

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by Decree, the manufacture, circulation, and sale of any essence 


recognised as dangerous, and declared to be such by the Academy 
of Medicine. 

Sugars destined for making wines, cider and perry.—These sugars, 
whether raw or refined, have hitherto been subject to a reduced rate 
of Customs duty on importation into France, namely, 24 frs. per 
100 kilogs. of refined sugar, net weight. The new Law limits 
the application of the reduced rate to the quantities of sugar 
necessary for sweetening wines, &c., required for the family 


consumption of producers, and establishes a maximum of 40 kilogs. 
of sugar for each member of the family or domestic servant.

The following is a list of some Decisions affecting the application 
Cesieaie of the United States Customs Tariff, which 
Detieidad, have recently been issued by the Treasury 

. Department at Washington for the guidance 
of United States Customs Officers and others :— 


Bags.—Reimported bags upon which drawback was allowed on 
exportation may be imported by parties other than the exporters, 
upon payment of duties equal to the drawback ; but domestic ba 
upon which no drawback was allowed on exportation, must, in 
Cat ee be entitled to free entry, be imported by the exporter 
thereof. 


Sandalwood.—Sandalwood, the root of the sandalwood tree, used 


for the purpose of producing sandalwood oil, is held to be a drug, 


and, consequently, to be free of duty under paragraph 548 of the 
Tariff as a crude and non-edible drug. 


Tin dross.—Tin dross is dutiable at the rate of 20 per cent. ad 


valorem under paragraph 183 of the Tariff, and is not entitled to 
free entry under paragraph 683, as tin in bars, blocks, pigs, or 


‘grain or granulated. 


Gas retorts in pieces.—A gas retort imported in two segments, 
which, when cemented together, constitute but a single article, is 
dutiable as one gas retort, at 3 dols., under paragraph 98 of the 
Tariff. Duty is not to be assessed on each piece as a complete 
retort. 


Parts of jewellery-—1. Small cup-shaped articles composed of 
the mineral substance called “ opal ” or imitation thereof, perforated 
with 4 holes, which are described as “opal buttons, 4 holes,” 
and are expressly intended for use in making shirt studs, and are 
a finished part and chief feature of such articles, are dutiable at the 
rate of 50 per cent. ad valorem under the provision in paragraph 
414 of the Tariff for buttons not specially provided for. They are 
not dutiable at the rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem, under paragraph 
435, as imitations of precious stones. 

2. Flat circular forms of pink-coloured glass, with bevelled 
edges, and not over an inch in dimensions, having representations 
of human heads or busts, composed of a white substance, in high 
relief, glued or otherwise attached to one surface, and resemblin 
cut agate cameos on a foundation resembling somewhat pink 
sardonyx (but which, in their-completed condition, are not 
imitations of any known precious stone), engraved or carved, or 
otherwise ornamented or decorated, are either dutiable at the rate 
of 45 per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 112 of the Tariff, or at 
the rate of 60 per cent. ad valorem under the provision in para- 


| 
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graph 434 for “finished parts of jewellery.’ They are not 
utiable under the provision for imitations of precious stones in 
paragraph 435. 

Antiseptic cotton.—Merchandise consisting of a foundation of 
cotton batting with one surface thereof treated with an antiseptic 
preparation, the chief component material being cotton, is a 
medicinal preparation, and is dutiable as such under the provisions 
of paragraph 68 of the Tariff. ‘The provisions of paragraph 68 
“ relating to ‘ medicinal preparations’ are more specific than those 
“ of paragraph 322 relating to manufactures of cotton not specially 
“ provided for; and where an article, such as the above-described 


“ antiseptic preparation, is covered by the terms of both, the - 


*‘ former, being the more specific, controls the classification of the 
goods.” 

Lithographic prints.—Show cards, consisting of large lithographic 
pictures on paper, with advertisements printed on their face, and 
having narrow strips of thin metal clamped on each end of the 
cards, with a small metal ring or loop of cord attached at the top 
by which they may be hung, are dutiable, not under paragraph 407 
as “manufactures of paper or of which paper is the component 
material of chief value,” but as “lithographic prints from stone, 
zinc, aluminium, or other material . . . on paper or other 
material,” at the various rates, according to size and thickness, 
prescribed by paragraph 400 of the Tariff. 

Wire gauge for sheets or plates of iron or steel—Customs officials 
are instructed that, in order to ascertain the dutiable rate of sheets 
or plates of iron or steel, they must be measured by the standard 
gauge adopted by Congress and approved in the Act of 3rd March, 
1893. By this Act all wire is to be measured by the Birmingham 
gauge, but all sheet steel and plate iron is to be measured according 
to the table forming part of the Act. 

Imitations of precious stones.—Articles under an inch in diameter, 
composed of glass or paste, striped or otherwise ornamented in 
multicolours, such as blue, green, red, and yellow, in combination, 
and having either double convex faceted surfaces or one convex 
faceted surface, the other being flat and coated with a preparation 
of bronze powder, and which are called imitation Japanese lucky 
stones, are dutiable at the rate of 45 per cent. ad valorem under 
paragraph 112 of the Tariff, and not at 20 per cent. ad valorem as 
imitations of precious stones under paragraph 435. 

Petroleum.—Petroleum of Russian production, refined in England, 
and exported thence to the United States, is dutiable at a rate 
equal to the rate imposed by Russia on petroleum imported into 
that country from the United States. The provisions of paragraph 
626 of the Tariff apply to the country where the oil is produced, 
and not to the country of exportation. 
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e language of the proviso to h 626 is as follows :— 
that if there be ay United States crude 
“‘ petroleum, or the products of crude petroleum, produced in any 
“country which imposes a duty on petroleum or its products 
“ exported from the United States, there shall in such cases be 
“ levied, paid, and collected a duty upon the said crude petroleum 
“or its products so imported equal to the duty imposed by such 
“ country.”) 

Fancy frinyed linen towels.—Flax towels of the kind known as 
“macramé” towels or as “knotted fringed” towels, which are 
ornamented at the ends with a fancy fringe somewhat resembling 
crocheted lace and terminating in ordinary fringe, such ornamen- 
tation being about six inches in width, are dutiable at the rate of 
six cents per square yard, and 30 per cent. ad valorem, under 
paragraph 346 of the Tariff, as woven articles of flax, weighing over 
44 ounces per square yard, and containing more than 120 and not 
more than 180 threads per square inch (provided they do not pay 
a less rate of duty than 50 per cent. ad valorem), and not at 60 
per cent. ad valorem under the provisions in paragraph 339 for 
“articles made wholly or in part of lace or in imitation of lace.” 

Toys—Violins and accordions.—A toy is an article designed as a 
plaything for children, and violins and accordions, capable of being 
played upon as musical instruments by one who has learned to 
play such instruments, are not toys, and are dutiable as musical 
instruments, under paragraph 453 of the Tariff, at the rate of 45 
per cent. ad valorem, regardless of their size, the quality of their 
tone, their price, or the cheapness of their construction. There is 
no commercial understanding as to violins and accordions that 
would indicate which are and which are not toys. 

Tea sweepings.—A mixture composed of about 90 per cent. in 
volume of tea dust or sweepings, or refuse or damaged tea, the 
remaining constituents being slacked lime and asafcetida, the 
compound being intended to be used in making caffeine, is exempt 
from duty under paragraph 548 of the Tariff, according to a recent 
judicial decision which reverses a decision of the Board of 
General Appraisers to the effect that the merchandise in question 
was dutiable at one-fourth of 1 cent per pound and 10 per cent. ad 
valorem, as a drug advanced in value, under paragraph 20. 

Glass bottles containing merchandise subject to compound or ad 
valorem rates of duty.—With reference to the notice which appeared 
at p. 221 of the “Journal,” for 24th January last, relative to a 
decision of the United States Treasury Department dealing with 
this matter, it has now been judicially decided, on appeal, that 
bottles containing merchandise subject to compound rates of duty 
are not to be dutiable at the compound rates applied to their 
contents, but only at the ad valurem rates to which the contents 
are liable, subject, however, to the proviso “that none of the above 
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articles shall pay a less rate of duty than 40 per cent. ad valorem.” 
The final decision in this question, therefore, is in accord with that 
given by the United States Board of General Appraisers quoted at 
P. 23 of the “ Journal” for the 38rd January last. It has also been 

ecided that the above proviso is equally applicable to bottles the 
contents of which are subject to an ad valorem duty only, so that 
bottles containing such goods are held to be subject to a minimum 
duty of 40 per cent. ad valorem. 


_ Dregs of ale.—The United States Treasury Department have 
decided that, though the introduction of a quantity of hops into 
a cask of ale, for its better preservation, displaces liquid matter and 
renders a percentage of the ale unfit for use, no allowance can be 
made for the Jees or dregs in the assessment of import duties. 


Guarana a crude drug and not a medicinal preparation.— 
Guarana, which is prepared from the seeds of paullinia sorbilis by 
pounding the kernels in a mortar, after being softened by soaking 
in water, and then shaping the resultant mass into sausage-like 
rolls, which are dried in the sun, and which is not used as a 
medicine without being first prepared as a powder, extract, or 
elixir, is exempt from duty under the provision in paragraph 548 
of the Tariff for crude drugs not edible, not advanced in value or 
condition by refining, grinding, or other process, and not specially 
provided for, and is not dutiable under paragraph 68 as a medicinal 
preparation. 

Wrapper and filler tobacco,—All “ wrapper” tobacco, wherever 
found in a bale and in whatever amount, is dutiable at 1 dol. 85 cts. 
per pound, under paragraph 213 of the Tariff. Where a bale 
contains over 15 per cent. of “wrapper,” the entire contents of 
the bale become dutiable at 1 dol. 85 cts. per pound. Where there 
is less than 15 per cent. of “wrapper,” the “filler” is dutiable at 
35 cts. per pound and the “ wrapper ” at 1 dol. 85 cts. per pound. 


Extracts of bark for dyeing or tanning.—Merchandise, in both 
liquid and solid or dry condition, described as “tan extract” and 
found from a chemist’s report to be extracts of bark such as are 
commonly used for dyeing and tanning, but differing materially 
from commercial extract of quebracho in practical results in dyeing, 
and in percentages of both moisture and solid matter, although 
closely resembling quebracho extract in other respects, is dutiable 
at seven-eighths of a cent per pound under the provisions of 


paragraph 22 of the Tariff.

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GERMANY. 


The “ Reichs-Anzeiger ” of the 20th ult. publishes an exhaustive 
, analysis of the recently issued railway statistics 
— Rellwey of Germany for 1899, and compares the returns 

tees for 1899 with those for 1889, showing the rail- 
way progress in Germany during the decade. The length of line 
open for traffic was as under :-—

The rolling stock on German standard gauge lines at the end of 
1899 consisted of 18,291 locomotives, costing 784,600,000 marks 
(mark = 1s.) with tenders; 27 motor coaches (i.e., partly carriages 
and partly locomotives), costing 650,000 marks; 36,613 passenger 
carriages, costing 355,700,000 marks; and 398,052 tuggage vans 
and goods trucks costing 1,142,560,000 marks. During the 10 
years 1889-1899, the number of locomotives increased 35°5 per 
cent., of passenger coaches 44°1 per cent., and of goods waggons 
45°5 per cent. The total distance travelled by trains, exclusive of 
distances travelled by light engines, and of shunting operations, &c., 
was 484,850,000 kilometres in 1899, or 55:7 per cent. more than 
in 1889. 

Passenger traffic shows a very considerable increase in 1899 as 
compared with 1889. The total distance travelled by passengers 
increased from 10,172,390,000 kilometres in 1889 to 18,653,770,000 
in 1899, a growth of 83:4 per cent. Taking into account, however, 
the increased length of line open to traffic in 1899, this increase 
falls to 53 per cent. The receipts from passenger traffic amounted 
to 333,890,000 marks in 1889, and to 533,720,000 marks in 1899, 
thus showing an increase of 59-9 per cent. 

Goods traffic also shows a remarkable development during the 
decade ; expressed in kilometre tons it amounted to 10,172,390,000 
units in 1889, and to 18,653,770,000 in 1899, an increase in 
volume of 51 per cent. The receipts from goods traffic rose from 
873,240,000 marks in 1889 to 1,258,190,000 marks in 1889, an 
increase of 44°1 per cent. 

The total traffic receipts rose from 1,264,610,000 marks in 1889, 
to 1,942,150,000 marks in 1899, showing a growth of 53°6 per 
cent., although the length of line open to traffic increased only 
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20°2 per cent. Traffic expenses (exclusive of expenditure on 
capital account) increased, however, at a faster rate; they amounted 
to 683,120,000 marks in 1889, and to 1,165,090,000 marks in 
1899, thus showing an increase of 70°6 per cent.

We learn from a reliable 
source that Mr. Schmatzer’s representative at Kieff, has sold to a 
beet sugar establishment in the South-west 500,000 pouds (8,065 
tons) of American coal at 13 copecks the poud (or about 17s. per 
ton) in Odessa, loaded into trucks. With duty at six copecks per 

ud, American coal delivered on the railway at Odessa, thus costs 

9 copecks per poud (about 24s. 1ld. per ton). The introduction 
of American coal to the Baltic ports at present rates of duty offers 
still better chances, and we have heard that Mr. Schmatzer has 
already chartered steamers for the delivery of American coal at 
Cronstadt and St. Petersburg with the reopening of navigation.”

Pending the confirmation by the Federal Courts as to the decision of 
Trade with the the United States increasing the Customs Tariff 
United States of ©” Russian sugars, the following report on the 

aad value of the existing trade between the United 
a States and Russia, from the British Commercial 

Agent at Moscow, which has been received at the Board of Trade, 

through the Foreign Office, is of interest. 

The value of Russian exports to the United States, taking the 
first 10 months of each year, are 2,651,000 roubles in i898, 
3,518,000 in 1899, and 2,969,000 in 1900; and of imports taken 
similarly 42,922,000 roubles, 35,568,000 roubles, and 34,873,000 
roubles in 1898, 1899, and 1900 respectively. 

About four-fifths of the imports into Russia from the United 
States consist of raw cotton, the exact figures under this heading 
being 40,824,971 roubles in 1898, and 33,749,000 roubles in 1899. 

As regards machinery and appliances, the chief articles affected 
by Russia’s retaliatory measures against the United States, the 
imports to Russia from the United States and from other countries 
in 1898 were :—

The entire imports into Russia from the United States, takin 
the year 1898 as the highest total, does not exceed, under al 
headings, 50,000,000 roubles, while for 1899 it was only 43,749,000 
roubles, and for 1900, judging by the totals of the first 10 months 
(34,873,000 roubles), still less. 

The great bulk of this import trade to Russia consists, as already 
shown, of cotton, the import hitherto of metals and manufactures 
thereof and machinery* from the United States being but small, 
though the latter country has lately looked on Russia as a promi- 
sing future market for American steel and machinery in general. 

The total exports from Russia to the United States are quite 
inconsiderable, raw wool forming the principal, and sugar, hitherto, 
at least, only a small portion of the same, the export of wool being 
in 1898 of the value of 1,625,869 roubles, or alone more than half 
the total of Russia’s exports to America. 

No figures are published with reference to the export of Russian 
sugar to the United States, though unofficial sources reckon its 
value roughly at 600,000 roubles for 1900, while for 1898 
the total export of sugar of all kinds from European Russia 
to all countries is officially valued at 15,371,641 roubles. The 
figures given above do not include American goods reaching 
Russia via England and Germany, nor apparently those entering 
by the ports of the Far East, whither large quantities of machinery 
and steel and iron goods are imported. The Siberian Railway will 
be, an important factor in this import trade.

Referring to the notice on p. 480 of the “ Board of Trade Journal ” 
ile as for 21st ult. (in which “per cent” was 
ian erroneously written for per mil.), and to the 
Com panieh order relating to the tax on non-Spanish 
— Companies doing business in Spain, the 
following reference to the matter is made in a communication 


which has been received at the Board of Trade, through the Foreign 
Office, from H.M. Ambassador at Madrid. 

Under Article 175 of the Law for the Stamp Tax of 26th 
March, 1900, Foreign Joint Stock Companies have to pay a tax of 
1 per 1,000 per annum, on the capital employed in théir business 
in Spain. For this purpose declarations of their affairs, in 
accordance with the regulations, have to be presented to the 
Commissioners of the Treasury. 

It appears that in many cases Companies have failed to carry 
out this regulation, and the present Royal Order states that, in 
default of presenting these declarations, the tax will be enforced 
on the total capital of the companies in question.

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THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE BRANCH 
OF THE 
BOARD OF TRADE. 


The-Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board of 
Trade has been established with a view to meet the constantly increasing 
demand for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, so far as 
it can be met by Government action. In deciding to establish this new 
branch, the Board of Trade were largely influenced by the recommenda- 
tions contained in the Report* of a Departmental Committee composed not 
only of representatives of the various Government Departments concerned, 
but also of prominent representatives of commercial interests, which was 
appointed in July, 1897. The Committee referred to was requested to 
consider and advise (1) as to the best means of collecting and of dissemi- 
nating among those interested prompt and accurate information upon’ 
eommercial subjects, and (2) as to the collection of samples, especially 
of goods of foreign manufacture competing with Briitsh productions, and 
the exhibition of such samples to manufacturers and traders in this 
country. As a result of their deliberations the Committee recommended 
under head (1) the establishment of a new office, under the Board of Trade, 
on lines which the Board have followed generally in the creation of the 
Intelligence Branch, and this Branch is consequently intended to become a 
centré at which information on all snkjects of commercial interest shall 
be collected and focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, it 
is the duty of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford 
information in reply to all inquiries on commercial matters which may be 
addressed to it, whether written or verbal. 

The office, which is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, 8.W., was opened on the 23rd October, 1899; its principal officer 
under the Controller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and Labour 

partments of the Board of Trade) being Mr. T. Worthington, who recently 
acted as Special Commissioner to the Board in an inquiry into the condition 
and prospects of British trade in certain South American countries. The 
“Intelligence Branch” will endeavour, on application being made to it, to 
supply information with regard to the following subjects, viz. :—Commercial 
Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs; Excise and 
“ Consumption” duties; Port, Harbour, and Tonnage dues, and other charges on 
Shipping ; Customs Regulations ; Consular Fees ; Forms of Certificates of Origin; 
lations concerning Commercial Travellers ; Trading Licenses; Foreign and 
Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Foreign and Colonial Bounties; Lists 
of Firms engaged in particular lines of business in different localities, &c., ke. 

Inquiry Room, at which copies of official publications, directories, and 
other works of reference may be consulted, is reserved at the offices of the 
Branch for the convenience of personal applicants. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through which 
intelligence collected by the Branch and intended for general information is 
conveyed to the public. The Journal, which, up to the close of 1899, was 
issued monthly at the price of 6d., is now issued weekly at the price of 1d.
